Rev. E. G. Hansel 1 (N.D., Macleod) 
placed on the house of commons order 
pa^er a resolution proposing that .the 
government give immediate consider¬ 
ation “to suen adjustments in the se- . 
lective service regulations . as will 
remedy the farm labor situation and 
consequently provide adequate and 
competent help.” 

The tesolution, saying there is “con¬ 
siderable danger” -many farmers will 
be lujved.iril their laiins because of 
(he shortage of labor, proposes also 
t.iat the government “give due con¬ 
sideration to the proper and orderly 
.supply of competent farm labor dur¬ 
ing seeding aud Harvesting operations 
in order that.crops should not be left 
to spoil in the fields.” 

Dynamite Blast 
At Dawson Creek 

- Boom lown Explosion Kills 6, With 
150 injured ;.nd 4 Missing 
Dawson Creek was the scene of 
tragedy on Saturday night when fire 
broke out in a barn, and spread to a 
large stock of dynamite which explod¬ 
ed with Cenific force. There were 5 
known deau,150 hurt rind 4 were mis-' 
sing. The three-hour fire destroyed 
one block of buildings with $160,000. 
rough estimate of damage. 

With-the cry of “fire” a tremendous 
Saturday night’, crc wd gathered, un¬ 
aware of the stored dynamite -which, 
when it exploded, "hurled people into 
the air or blew them off roofs where 
they were standing. . 

Many were left homeless in the de¬ 
struction which burned the DawSon 
hotel and other housing accommoda¬ 
tion. The capacity of the town is al¬ 
ready overtaxed. * 

Those most seriously hurt were 
flown to Edmonton, and emergency" 
relief stations wfire quickly organized 
by American Red CrossWorkers. Ar¬ 
my doctors were fiown in from Ed¬ 
monton and homeless and injured 
were cared for. Edmonton and Ameri¬ 
can Bed Cross officials were in co-op 
erution with emergency and medical 

supplies.- -■— -■* 

Uaw. on Creek is 345 miles north¬ 
west of Edmonton, and the starting 
point of the Alaskan highway. 

The blast of the explosion shook 
buildings at Pouce Coupe six miles 
away, and shattered hundreds of win¬ 
dows in Dawson Creek. ,

Feb. 20 to Feb, 27 

Submit Old Ration . 
Book to Get New One 

An advertisement on page 7 of this 
i.-sue is notification to all those in the 
are i embraced by the local ration 
board. 

The advertisement names the sub¬ 
centres of the district where ration 
book- may be obtained, and the indi- 
viduals'who- are in’ charge of distribu¬ 
tion at these points. For the’ mc.-t 
part distribution centres will be in 
municipal offices or,stores, but it is 
understood that posters will be prom¬ 
inently displayed with full informa¬ 
tion for each area respecting the point 
of distribution and the hours when the 
new ration bnoks will bp available. 

The ration book week is from Feb. 
20 to Fell. 27, dui ing which period 
people must secure their family ration 
books. 

Before you can sec-nre jour new ra¬ 
tion book you must fill in and surren¬ 
der the application sard In the back 
of your present Ration Book 1. This 
card should lie left in the rat on book 
for the d stribution officer to tear out. 
It should not be detached until sur- 
ren er of the present ration book. 

Your name and present address 
must le printed n block letters on 
the mtion book. Il is of first import¬ 
ance that your .si rial number includ¬ 
ing letters and figures as shown on 
tl e front „of the present ration book 
is clearly Written on the application 
card. This serial number is yoiir rt 
tion icTentifieation for the duration of 
l ho war. 

Residents of rural nrras may apply 
for new nit ion books on behalf ' f 
tl-ei- neighbors, providing the book in 
present use and properly filled appli¬ 
cation cards are presented. 

In the ease of town residents any 
senior member of the family may ap¬ 
ply on behalf of ether members of 
t e household if the same procedure is 
followed. 

Children under Ifi cannot apply .for 
rat on books either for themselves or 
other members of the family.

Why Is Western 
Oil Not Used? 

(Torchy Anderson, Calgary Herald) 

With the oil supply situation on the 
Atlantic seaboard “rather desperate,” 
rs he described it the other day, Hon. 
C. D. Howe, minister of munitions 
and supply, faces stubborn and insist¬ 
ent questioning about what the gov¬ 
ernment. is doing to develop the oil 
resources of Western Canada. 

It is expected that Mr. Howe will 
riiake a statement regarding the al¬ 
lowances of gasoline that Canadians 
.may expect when they get their new 
ration bo.oks. There is no reason to 
be hopeful Af increases; reductions are 
expected. 

In view of this situation western 
members are going to ask Mr. Howe 
what’ progress he* has made in supple¬ 
menting t Canada’s oil needs from 
proven and prospective" "Oilfields in 
Alberta, ’ British Columbia and the 
Northwest Territory. 

They will recall to'the minister of 
munitions and supply that on May 15 
last year he said ‘hat the tar sands of 
Northern Alberta were now regarded 
as an “immediate source of oil” if 
certain problems could be solved rap¬ 
idly. Already at this session Mr. 
Howe has parried a question by C. E 
Johnston (Bow River); with the prom¬ 
ise that he would be glad to make a 
statement on the subject at the ap¬ 
propriate time. 

Last May Mr. Howe told the House 
that his department regarded the 
Rritish Columbia-Peace River block 
as a “very probable source of oil.” 

So far as available information goes 
the possibility of’big scale drilling in 
th's area has fallen between the two 
irreconciliable positions taken by Vic¬ 
toria and Ottawa. 

Whatever the progress report Mr. 
Howe may be able to make about the 
government's activities to increase- 
Canada’s domestic oil production he 
may expect a lively barrage of ques¬ 
tions fiom many members on all sides 
of the House who are distinctly un¬ 
easy on the subject.

Gasoline Rationing Plan Goes into Effect 


U N MARCH 31 the present gasoline 
ration licenses ahd coupons will ex¬ 
pire, and no gasoline will be sold except upon 
4he presentation of a 1943-1944 ration book. 

In his own interests,*«very vehicle owner is 
asked to apply at once for a new gasoline 
license and ration coupon book for each of 
his vehicles. 

Under the new system, effective April 1, all 
commercial vehicles will be rationed. All non¬ 
commercial vehicles will be granted a basic 
“AA” gasoline license and ration coupon 
book, containing 40 coupons jor a passenger 
car, or 16 for a motorcycle. Owners of non¬ 
commercial vehicles eligible for a special 
category, who can prove their need, will 
be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the year ending 
March 31, 1944. 

The extra allowan^ for a special category 
car will be tailored to meet individual needs. 
In determining this allowance the pre¬ 
vious category and mileage of the car will 
not be considered. Instead the vocational 
allowance will be based on two factors: 
(l ) The gravity of the oil shortage with which 
Canada is faced, and (2) the importance of 
the vehicle to its owner in a country at war. 


The extra vocational coupons will be issued 
in books labelled “Special”, and each such 
.book will contain not more than 60 coupons. 
Only one “Special” book, or portion of such 
book, will be issued at a time, and hence the 
case history of each special category applicant 
will be under constant review. 

Under provisions of the rationing order, 
the Oil Controller will have the right to re¬ 
fuse any application for a specfaTcategory, or 
to suspend any ration book for an infraction 
of the regulations. 

Every motor vehicle, other than a motor¬ 
cycle, must bear on its windshield a sticker 
indicating its category. After April 1, service 
station attendants will not be permitted to 
serve gasoline to a car which does not bear 
the sticker which corresponds to the ration 
book submitted at the time of the purchase. 

To obtain a gasoline license and ration 
coupon book, secure an application .form at 
your nearest Post Office. Study the form and 
follow the instructions contained therein. 

When you receive your ration coupon book, 
guard it carefully. It may not be replaced if, 
because of your negligence, it'is lost or 
stolen. Do not leave it in your car; keep it 
on your person at all times.

Complete Utilization oi Canada's Manpower 
and Womanpower is Essential to Victory 

National Selective Service Civilian Regulations aim at complete 
utilization of manpower anil womanpower. Workers and employers 
are urged to assist the war effort by carrying them out. All civilian 
regulations have been consolidated and revised, main features 
now being as follows:— 

COVERAGE 

Employees: Regulations cover persons of 
eiji^r sex from 16 to 64 years old, except— 

'provincial employees; armed services; and* those 
in fishing, fish processing, hunting, trapping; 
clergymen; nurses; school teachers; domestic 
servants; students working after school; em¬ 
ployees in respect of part-time employment; and 
any one employed for 3 days or less in a 
calendar week. Agricultural workers are covered 
by special provisions, not by the general pro 
visions as also are “technical personnel.” 

Employers: Any person, firm or other em¬ 
ployers, with one or more “covered” employees 
EMPLOYERS MUST— 

(a) Refrain from’dicussing employment with 
.1 prospective employe^ unless under permit; 

(b) notify the nearest employment office of 
additional employees needed: (c) secure ]>crmis- 
sion from an employment office to advertise for 
workers; (d) notify the employment office of 
intention to discharge or lay off employees, or 
to retain employees when not required; (el give 
employees 7 days’ notice unless a Selective 
Service Officer permits a reduction, or unless in 
the building construction industry: (7 days’ 
notice is not required unless an employee Inis 
already been employes! for one month, or after
